PAPER AT ROTARY CLUB. 
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R. THOS. E. DUNNE, a member of 
M the club, gave his fellow-members of 
the Dublin Rotary Club, in the 
Metropole Restaurant yesterday, an interest- 
ing history of the manufacture’ of mineral 
waters. 
Mr. P. T. Montford, President, occupied 
the chair 
In the year 1755, said Mr. Dunne, M. 
Venel, of Montpellier, presented to the Royal 
Academy of Sciences an account of his 
success in imitating seltzer water by passing 
through pure water the gas arising from 
effervescing substances. Chemists then for 
the first time began to conceive the hope of 
producing, by artificial means, mineral waters 
exactly resembling those of nature. Soon 
after this Dr. Black’s discovery respecting 
fixed air or (as it is now termed) carbonic 
acid, and the successive discoveries of Dr. 
Priestly, the Duke of Chaulnes and. Mr. 
Ruelle on this new aeriform acid in water 
brought to hght the true composition ol 
spirituous or acidulous waters, and afforded 
the means of imitating them perfectly. Berg- 
man, a Swedish professor, was the first who, 
in his valuable dissertations, published in 
1774 and 1778, on the preparation of cold 
waters in general, gave easy processes of 
imitating, from their scrupulous examination. 
the waters of Schidchutz, Seltzer, Spa and 
Pyrmont, and also the hot and cold hepatic 
or sulphurous waters. In the year 1779 
M. Duchanoy published a treatise on the art 
of preparing artificial mineral waters, in 
which the modes of imitating them were 
detailed at great length. From 1780 the 
art of imitating mineral waters has been con- 
tinually improving.
